T ile C oal T a r In te re s t. 
Tho traffic Iii coal tar Is a comparatively 
new Industry, intl its growth has been very 
rapid. 
This is attributable to the many won­ 
derful transm utations which hive rewarded 
tho chemical tests to which the substance Itta 
been subjetted. 
From being considered but 
tho worthless refuse resulting from llie manu­ 
facture af sas, and of no commercial vaioc 
whatever, it ha! within a few years attained 
an Importance ot no common order and the 
promise it alfords of almost Illimitable future 
dovelopme.it Is evidenced by tho fact thai it 
L at pr.-cut undergoing a wider rat 14-* of ex- 
pvrini-'uls than ary oilier crude material now 
serving a l the nil'joe t of the analytical oper­ 
ation* or as an ingredient in tho compounding 
processes of the laboratory. 
Iii one of its 
variations it ho* proved a positive blessing lo 
humanity; uud did carbolic a d I atone repre­ 
sent tho stun total of virtue derivable from 
coal tar, still would this isolated fruit of tfie 
crucible wi ll repay tho limo and toil expended 
iii its discovery, aud hold its place as cue cf 
the great eat material "ifis of modern Juju. 
But tilt* bituminous distillation flowing from 
tho gas house retorts a-sumes other marked 
forms in the chemist’s bauds; and alt bough 
they may not so directly contribute ta the 
(thyaleut welfare of mankind, yet for certain 
purposes of utility they are unapproachable. 
Creosote oil, for instance, is certainly un­ 
equaled in ll* peculiar preservative qualities, 
which are none the loss valuable because the 
revelation of these sjK'cial properties is of 
comparatively recent date. The United States 
government annually purchases thousands of 
barrels of this liquid, using it ou all wood 
work cx'tosed to the weather, especially on 
gun carriages; 120, 000 gallons were employed 
in saturating the limber couqmsing tho bulk­ 
heads in tin* St. Clair Flu s, Detroit river. 
It 
is extensively used by railroad companies for 
the preservation of railroad ti***, bridge tim- 
liers, and pile#, ami abo upon the blocks con­ 
stituting the wooden pavements of Washing­ 
ton, Pittsburgh, and other cities. 
Tin* arti- 
fl_-ial oil of bitter almonds (oil of myrt>nne), 
of superior flagrance anti flavor, is also ex- 
traded from the same viscid I lase, and Is ex­ 
clusively an American invention, and manu­ 
facture. 
But the most remarkable product 
ubtaiucd from coal tar b the new article called 
anthracene, from which Is produced the color­ 
ing matter known as alizarine, the identical 
substance which for two hundred years lias 
been found solely in madder. 
It is only in 
the United States that coal tar bas been made 
to yield anthracene in large quantities, sever­ 
al hundred pounds of which are daily manu­ 
factured in this country and shipped to Eu­ 
rope on orders from the manufacturers of aliz­ 
arine, which is not je t numbered among our 
domestic productions. 
This article consti­ 
tutes the base of all the madder colors—Tur­ 
key red, black, piuk, and purple. 
It was tlrst 
discovered in coal tar by the distinguished 
chemists Urich and Leiberuunn of Berbn in 
1867. 
More than if lo,OOO. OOO is invested in 
its manufacture, 
lu several foreign coun­ 
tries, the pitch from coal tar is combined with 
coal dust und pressed lulu the form of bricks, 
and an excellent fuel Is thus produced, a giv­ 
en amount of which, it is said, w ill generate a 
greater heat than can be obtained from the 
same quantity of any other combustible ma­ 
terial employed for utility or comfort: while 
at the same time, it eau lie stored more com­ 
pactly und In better shat* than either wood 
or coal. 
It is understood that negotiations 
are in progress iii New York, lookiug to the 
utilization, iu the manner detained, of the 
41),OOO,OIH) tuns of valueless coal dust now ly- 
ing in ' he vicinity of the coal initio* and de­ 
pots of Pennsylvania. — Scientific American. 


A N ew f u e l —I n r 'iou I Ie 
A new fuel has recently made its appear­ 
ance Iii our market, which, on account of Its 
intrinsic value as well us its novelty, is deser­ 
ving of notice. 
Although a n a ta n t produc­ 
tion ii can hardly he called a coal; aud al­ 
though possessing to sonic extern the proper­ 
ties of coke, it is not produced by any of the 
methods common lo the manufacture of coke. 
The proprietors have given it the appropriate 
name of “carbonite.” 
It Is found to a limi­ 
ted extent iu the bituminous coal fields of Cen­ 
tral Virginia, constituting a distinct veto by 
itself, which is uow fairly developed und yield­ 
ing a steady supply. 
It is sold to lumps like 
cannel coal. 
The surface when broken is dull 
to appearance instead of glossy, os is the case 
with cannel or anthracite coal. It burns with 
a bright flame when first ignited, und almost 
without smoke, and subsequently settles down 
into a lied of bright coals not unlike anthra­ 
cite in appearance, bul lucking the intensity 
of heat produced by anthracite, and al the 
same time more enduring. 
It seems to be es­ 
pecially suitable for open grates, and more 
particularly for parlor use, on uccount of its 
freedom from smoke or bituminous Knell, and 
also from the small proportion of tubes (only 
‘i \ per cent) resulting from combustion. 
The 
ashes are also at such density that, to the pro­ 
cess of stirring or removing, they do not rise 
into the room. 
The analysis recently made by Dr. Wallace, 
of Glasgow, abo'va a larger proportion of 
combustible matter than Is found in any know n 
fuel, tieing 96 per cent. that Is available for 
producing heat. 
It has but a slight traco of 
sulphur, and is therefore free from tho pun­ 
gent odor and gas incident to anthracite coal. 
It Is superior to any other foci In the power 0? 
producing steam, und may prove especially 
desirable for steamships making long voya­ 
ges, on account of its economy of space.

T h e C o a l T u r I n t e r c u t . 
The traffic in coal tar is a comparatively 
new-Industry, and its growth has been very 
rapid. This Is attributable to the many wou- 
deiftil transmutations which have rewarded 
the chemical tests to which the substance hr.s 
beep, subjected. From being considered but 
tlio worthless refuse resulting from the manu­ 
facture of gas, and of no commercial value 
whatever, it lias within a few years attained 
an Importance ot no common order and the 
promise it affords of almost illimitable future 
development is evidenced by the fact that it 
is at present undergoing a wider range of ex­ 
periments than any other crude material now- 
serving as the subject of the analytical oper­ 
ations or as an ingredient in the compounding 
processes of the laboratory. 
In one of its 
variations it lias proved a positive blessing to 
humanity; and did carbolic acid alone repre­ 
sent the sum total of virtue derivable from 
coal tar, still would this isolated fruit of the 
crucible well repay the time and toil expended 
in its discovery, and hold its place as one cf 
the greatest material gifis of modern Jays. 
But the bituminous distillation flowing from 
the gas house retorts assumes other marked 
forms in the chemist’s hands; and although 
they may not so directly contribute .to the 
I physical welfare of mankind, yet for certain 
1 purposes of utility they are unapproachable. 
! Creosote oil, for instance, is certainly uu- 
equalcd in ils peculiar preservative qualities, 
which are none the loss valuable because the 
revelatiou of these special properties is of 
comparatively recent date. The United States 
government annually purchases thousands of 
barrels of this liquid, using it on all wood 
work exposed to the weather, especially on 
gun carriages; 120,000 gallons were employed 
iu saturating the limber composing the bulk­ 
heads In the St. Clair Fia’s, Detroit river. 
It 
is extensively used by railroad companies for 
the preservation of railroad ties, bridge tim­ 
bers, and pile?, and also upon the blocks con­ 
stituting the wooden pavements of Washing­ 
ton, Pittsburgh, and other cities. 
The arti­ 
ficial oil of bitter almonds (oil of myrbane), 
of superior fragrance and flavor, is also ex­ 
tracted from the same viscid base, and is ex­ 
clusively an American invention, and manu­ 
facture. 
But the most remarkable product 
obtained from coal tar is the new article called 
anthracene, from which is produced the color­ 
ing matter known as alizarine, the identical 
substance which for two hundred years has 
been found solely in madder. 
It is only in 
the United States that coal tar has been made 
to yield anthracene in large quantities, sever­ 
al hundred pounds of which are daily manu­ 
factured in this country and shipped to Eu­ 
rope on orders from the manufacturers of aliz­ 
arine, which is not yet numbered among our 
domestic productions. 
This article consti­ 
tutes the base of all the madder colors—Tur­ 
key red, black, pink, and purple. It was first 
discovered in coal tar by the distinguished 
chemists Grieb and Leibermann of Berlin in 
1867. 
More than $10,000,000 is invested in 
its manufacture. 
Iu several foreign coun­ 
tries, the pitch from coal tar i3 combined with 
coal dust and pressed into the form of bricks, 
and an excellent fuel is thus produced, a giv­ 
en amount of which, it is said, will generate a 
greater heat than can be obtained from the 
same quantity of any other combustible ma­ 
terial employed for utility or comfort: while 
at the same time, it cau be stored more com­ 
pactly and in better shape than either wood 
or coal. It is understood that negotiations 
are in progress in New York, lookiug to the 
utilization, in the manner described, of the 
40,000,000 tuns of valueless coal dust now ly­ 
ing iu tjje vicinity of the coal mines and de­ 
pots of Pennsylvania.—Scientific American. 


A N e w F u e l— e n r b o n it e 
A new fuel has recently made its appear­ 
ance iu our market, which, on account of its 
Intrinsic value as well as its novelty, is deser­ 
ving of notice. Although a natural produc­ 
tion it can hardly be called a coal; and al­ 
though possessing to some extent the proper­ 
ties of coke, it is not. produced by any of the 
methods common to the manufacture of coke. 
The proprietors have given it the appropriate 
name of “carbonite.” It i3 found to a limi­ 
ted extent iu the bitumiuouscoal fields of Cen­ 
tral Virginia, constituting a distinct vein by 
itself, which is uow fairly developed and yield­ 
ing a steady supply. 
It is sold in lumps like 
cannelcoal. The surface when broken is dull 
in appearance instead of glossy, as is the case 
with can net or anthracite coal. It burns with 
a bright flame when first ¡gutted, and almost 
without smoke, and subsequently settles down 
into a bed of bright coals not unlike anthra­ 
cite in appearance, but lacking the intensity 
of heat produced by anthracite, and at the 
same time more enduring. It seems to be es­ 
pecially suitable for open grates, and more 
particularly for parlor use, on account of its 
freedom from smoke or bituminous smell, and 
also from the small proportion of ashes (only 
per cent) resulting from combustion. The 
ashes are also oí such density that, in the pro­ 
cess of stirring or removing, they do not rise 
into the room. 
The analysis recently made by Dr. Wallace, 
of Glasgow, eho vs a larger proportion of 
combustible matter than is found in any known 
fuel, being 96 per cent, that is available for 
producing heat. 
It has but a slight trace of 
sulphur, and is therefore free from the pun- 
geut odor and gas incident to anthracite coal. 
It is superior to any other fuel in the power of 
producing steam, and may prove especially 
desirable for steamships making long voya­ 
ges, on account of its economy of rpaoe. 


N e w P n p c r - F ib c r . 
According to the Agricultural Gazette o f ; 
India, a common weed, calle I Sida retasa, 
growing in great abundance in Queensland 
and New South Whales, bus recently been 
found to afford a very valuable material for 
paper-making. 
It is a species of malvaccce, 
and the best specimens of it grow about Wind­ 
sor, New South Wales, where it is known as 
American lucerne. 
It is alleged to be of such 
vitality and vigor of growth as to be almost 
Ineradicable, and to grow la such profusion 
as to be a very troublesome weed; to be very 
superior to esparlo-grass, clean, easily bleach­ 
ed, and having all the best qualities of flax. 
“Samples of the Sida retusa having been sub­ 
mitted to the chief paper manufacturers in 
England, one and all have agreed in express­ 
ing their most favorable opinion of ils perfect 
adaptability to the purpose of paper-making, 
and all entertain a very high estimate of its 
market value.” Various species of sida are 
represented to be common throughout India. 
One, Sida piliafolia, referred to by Dr. Forbes 
Boyle, in his work on Indian fibers, is said to 
be cultivated in China for its fiber, as a sub­ 
stitute for hemp and flax. 
Dr. Roxburgh de­ 
scribes its fiber as “strong and pliable, very 
silky in its nature, and the plant of very rapid 
and luxuriant growth, three crop3 being ob­ 
tained in one year.”

To-day the new officers elect will assume 
thesr positions, taking the necsssary oaths 
and being invested with the requisite authori­ 
ty for the next three years. Mr. Silas Saxton 
of Lloyd will take the place of Sheriff, now 
vacated by John W. Kerr, and Mr. Peter D. 
Lefever of Kosendale that of Couuty Clerk, in 
place of Charles W. Deyo. This completes an 
entire change of the political responsibility of 
oar county government. Every county offi­ 
cial of importance save the Treasurer is now 
Republican, the officers being as follows: 
County Judge—W illia m L awton. 
Surrogate—P etek C antine. 
District Attorney—0. P. Ca rpen ter. 
Sheriff—Sila s Saxton. 
County C lerk— P e t er D. L efev er. 
County Treasurer—J acob M. II asbeocce. 
Supt. of Poor—Benjam in J. Winne. 
There are two ideas forcibly presented by 
the situation. The first is that these officials 
hold the fui lire fate of the Republican party 
in tbe couniy in their hands. Responsibility 
will attach not alone to themselves as individ­ 
uals, but to the party which chose them as 
standard-bearers. A party is judged by the 
acts of the men it elevates to oitlce, and as 
these new officials govern themselves will the 
people reward by continued confidence or 
punish by casting aside as uuworthy. After 
a long and practically uninterrupted lease of 
power the Democratic parly in this couniy by 
the acts of the officials it put in office became 
so corrupt that their unwortb'mess to hold 
office was self-confessed by its best men. Tbe 
Republican party assumed the place vacated 
by the Democratic, and it is now no longer a 
question of promisejof action. A3 the people 
condemned the Democratic party for its offi­ 
cials, so will they the Republican if it does no 
belter.

“Well begun,” gavs an old adage, “is half 
done.” In the days of the Caesara the Romans 
made an especial holiday of the first of Janu­ 
ary, ofleiing sacrafices to Janus, whose prin­ 
cipal festival occurred on this day.

Whatever 
other practices of [that ancient Pagan civili­ 
zation it may be wise for us to ignore, their 
fashion of trying to begin the year auspicious­ 
ly is woriby of imitation. The year 1873 is 
forever gone from us; it has become a part of 
history aud no man on earth this morning has 
any living interest in it. Like everv one of 
Pa long line of predecessors it added its con­ 
tribution to the growing sum of human ex­ 
perience and wisdom; and also made a like 
comment on humau ignorance, vice and fail­ 
ure. It repeated, with only cirxumstantial 
diflerences, the events of all the years which 
have gone before it; for probably uo new prin­ 
ciples bavs been introduced into human soci­ 
ety siitce the beginning or time. To those 
who love to dig among the crumbled rnin3 of 
defunct centuries, and to mouse around in the 
thick dust of abandoned customs, we suppose 
asuccint account of when and how tbe observ­ 
ance of this day began, and through what 
changes such observance has descended to us, 
would be acceptable reading at this morning’s 
breakfast-table.

Herr Bandmann, tragedian, was summoned 
before the Plymouth magistrates on Saturday, 
December 6, for assaulting Mrs. Margaret 
Mott, who plays under the name of Miss Mon- 
taigttc, the first lady of the Plymouth Theatre 
Cumpuuy. Herr Bandmann, who fulfilled a 
stalling engagement at that theaire last, 
week, played Narclsse, and Miss Montaigne 
complained that wheu in the third act, as the 
Marquise de Pompadour, she did not sit down 
quickly enough, the tragedian pushed her 
violently on to the seat, and that afterward, 
when she died iu his arms, ho pinched her 
badly in the side. The defence was that Herr 
Baudntann had not used more force than was 
necesssary to the proper playing of his part. 
Medical evidence of slight bruises was given. 
Mr. Otway, low comedian, gave it a3 his opin­ 
ion that too much violence was used, while 
Mr. Houeysett, another actor, said that Herr 
Baudmann’s action was necessary to hide Miss 
Montaigne’s bad acting. This case, which 
lasted nearly three hours, was ultimately dis­ 
missed. 


Storm y W eath er a t Sea.

The steam­ 
ship Yazoo Po3t from Philadelphia also re­ 
ports having encountered a hurricane on the 
25th and 26th of December oil' tho coast of 
North Carolina. 
NO NEWS FROM KEELER. 
No satisfactory replies have been received 
in answer lo telegrams and letters of tl|e Hav­ 
ana agent of tbe New York Associated Press 
¡nquiriug as to the whereabouts of Mr. Ralph 
Keeler. It is known conclusively that he em 
barked on the steamship Cienfuegos at Santi­ 
ago do Cuba. The captain of the Cienfuegos 
saw him on the deck of that vessel at mid­ 
night and in the morning he had disappeared. 
It is now considered certain that he was lost 
overboard. Captain-General Jovcllar has or­ 
dered a strict inquiry into the circumstances 
of his disappearance. 
TIIE VOZ ON THE VIkGINIUS. 
H avana, Dec. 31.—The Voz says, “ A tele­ 
gram announces the loss of the Virginius. 
We did not expect anything else from the 
American government. It has acled with the 
Virginias the same as it did with ilia Florida, 
in order not to be compelled to reiuru that 
steamer to Brazil. Such nobility corresponds 
with the course of those who are patronizing 
Cuban assassins and incendiaries in their ter­ 
rific enterprises. This will not exempt them 
from paying the full value of the Virginius, 
she being a prize of the Tornado, nor from 
giving ample satisfaction and paying proper 
damages to Spain for the great injury which 
America has inflicted in breaking its treaty 
stipulations so scandalously in permitting the 
enlistment of men after such enlistment has 
been advertised beforehand lit journals and 
protectiug such men when once out of the 
country with their flag and vessels of war up­ 
on the high seas and in foreign ports, thereby 
making themselves the accomplices of assas­ 
sins and incendiaries. 
If the weakness or 
fickleness of Castelar, not of Spain, delivered 
to them the Virginius the bad faith of the 
American government buried the pirata ship 
in the bottom of the sea, as it did the coal 
barge Upland at ibe mouth of the dry dock in 
the Brooklyn navy-yard lo prevent the de­ 
parture of the Arapiles, which they feared so 
much. With such Ueed3 they will gain every­ 
thing except Ix^ior and will transmit to the 
pages of history that which instead of being 
their glory will cause their descendants to 
blush for having had such illustrious ances­ 
tors. It is useless to try to gather pears from 
elms. What Grant, Sickles and the rest of the 
crew can produce has already been fully dem­ 
onstrated. For the great wrongs of the Span­ 
ish nation terrible atonements are reserved and 
their hour will conic.” 
The Diario says: “Punic faith and Ameri­ 
can justice will appear closely united in his­ 
tory, enjoying the same unenviable celebrity. 
Punic faith was severely condemned by all 
ancient people. American justice will merit 
the name or iniquity among moderns.” 
The Diario, referring to the liberation of 
the Virginius prisoners, says the word “in­ 
famy” rises lo our lips a3 applicable to the 
conduct of the American government officials. 
The liberation of these prisoners makes it ap­ 
pear as though they were innocent. We can 
only answer that American justice Is iniquity 
and perfidy. This is the Judgment which the 
signers of the Washington protocol reserved. 
This judgment is a bloody farce committed 
against Spain before the eyes of, humanity. 
When an American war vessel took a 
Confederate cruiser from Brazil the act was 
declared a violatiou of the rights of the latter 
government and tbe return of the cruiser was 
ordered. The Americans sunk her to avoid 
complying with the duty of returning her. 
We were told that Spain insisted upon the re­ 
turn ofthe Virginius. Now we learn of its loss. 
We believe the motives of the United States 
for its action toward Spain are the same as to­ 
ward Brazil. We believe and caunot do less titan 
call the act a low fraud. The Madrid govern­ 
ment was fully justified in the demand for tbe 
return of the steamer and prisoners, and it is 
now their unavoidable duty to demand the de­ 
livery of the latter. Turn them over to their 
captors and demand full satisfaction for the 
frand employed. Weakness made us ridicu­ 
lous and only firmness can place us in a posi­ 
tion that befits us. Spaniards in Cuba pro­ 
test against such an iniquitous manoeuvre. 
In an interview with Captain-General Jovel- 
lar the latter stated that the newspapers give 
tbeir own opinions. The government neither 
inspires nor Í3 responsible for the articles they 
print. The government acts independently 
and according to circumstances. It does not 
follow because articles pass the censor of the 
press that they reflect tbe opinions of Jovellar, 
who denies baviug seen them. 


TH E RAILROAD STBZBE. 
Latest Reports of tho situation. 
CoLCMBtrs, Ohio, Dec. 31.—The excitement, 
amongst the citizens about the engineers’ 
strike is gradually dying out here, as the rail­ 
road authorities are demonstrating their abil- 
ty to get a sufficient number bf engineers to 
run regular trains. To-day all regular pas­ 
senger trains got away ou time and two freight 
trains will leave for tue west this afternoon. 
A guard of police is on duty at tbe freight 
yards to see that qo Ijpable occurs. General 
Superintendent Caldwell has issued an order 
to engineers aHd firemen not on duty to re* 
port to the office or tbe Master Mechanic to 
receive time certificates. 
Pittsburg, ^Pa, Dec. 31.—On tbe Pitts­ 
burg, Cincinnati 4 St. Louis Railroad passen­ 
ger trains are running regularly and a few lo­ 
cal freights. The strike on this line 13 now 
considered over. A reduction of ten per cent, 
will also take effect ou the Pennsylvania Cen­ 
tral 4 Allegheny Valley Railroads January 
first. 
I n d ian a po lis, Ind., Dec. 31.—The only 
apparent change in the engineers’ strike is a 
general quieting down. Tbe engineers held a 
very large meeting to-day, but nothing is 
kuotvn of the proceedings. They present the 
same determined front and claim they are 
bound to win. The roads affected by the 
strike appear to find engineers enough to give 
most of their trains and claim they can run 
out all their trains regularly if not interfered 
with. There has been a marked decrease in 
the number of strikei’3 about the union depot 
to-day and trains arrive and depart without 
the excitement of the past few days. 
L o uisv ille, Dec. 31.—The situation in rail­ 
road circles looks better. The Jeffersonville 
Railroad secured live engineers. Col. Scott, 
superintendent, telegraphed from Indianapo­ 
lis that he had secured twenty men. One 
striker returned to work to-day. 
Freights 
are received as usual. Three freight aud two 
passenger trains were sent out on the road 
to-day. It is rumored that all the engineer* 
on the Louisville, Nashville & Great South­ 
ern Railway iutend striking at midnight. 
Colum bus, Ohio, Dec. 31.—To-day the 
railroad authorities arranged for starling two 
freight trains west.

A n Im p o rtan t Sh ip m en t. 
A freight car containing over $1,C00,000 
worth of silk worms’ eggs, on their way from 
Yokoli tn i, Japau, to Milan, Italy, arrived at 
the Hudson River depot in New York on Fri­ 
day last. The cargo consisted of 329 cases, 
weighing altogether nearly nine tons, 135 con­ 
signed lo Liverpool and the remainder to 
Havre, and departed on the Europe, SaturJay 
morning. The Liverpool packages were for­ 
warded, tlie same day, per City of Chester. 
The entire lot left Yokohama in tlie Pacific 
Mail steamer Alaska, November 20; arrived 
in Sun Francisco on the 16th of December, and 
crossed the continent in seven day?, leaving 
San Francisco on tlie 19th, and reaching At­ 
lantic tide-water on the 26th inst. The pass­ 
age was made in a Central Pacific car, sealed 
hermetically, lo keep tlie air from the eggs, 
a variation of 7 deg. in the temperature be­ 
ing sufficient to kill the germs. This ;s the 
first successful shipment oí these goods 
through America. Hitherto this class of mer­ 
chandise lias been transported via the Suez 
canal, but toe extreme heat, often rising to 
110 deg., and, in extremo cases, to 120 deg., 
lias so ofteu proved fatal, 
that the

has 
been 
resorted to. 
The entire

pied in tlie transit by this latter is only fifty 
days, and the advantage in temperature and 
other respecl3 inueh superior.
